_ Looking back now at what we were shown by 
our conductor, I sec such a confused mass of 
hydraulic machines, pipes, cocks, &o., &o., that 
it is with Giffioulty that I oon disconnsat thom 
suffisiently’ to give thing but the haziest 
idea of what we not did sea.

The shots ate brought from the magazine 
onasmall tramway and the gung are ruised 
and loaded by hydrailic machinery and ran out 
on a ali A curivas-featare of the arrango- 
ments is the fact that the guns themselves aro 
not sighted, for the guns are fixed to the tarret, 
which revolves with thom by menns of huge sega 
running round it—the machinery for this pur- 
pose also being worked by hydraulio power. In- 
side the turret ono felt cabined cribbed, oon- 
fined,” with 18 in. and 15 in. of armor in two 
thicknosees surrounding one, though I suppose 
in action that wonld bo abont the safest place 
to be in.

Spinning and weaving in ancient times 
., wore principally performed by womon ; is. 
deed, the words woof weaving and web are 
allied to the ward wife. lowever, in uncient 
Egypt and in India men also, wrought al. 
the loom, Probably nothing could _besimplor 
or ruder than the looma used by anciont 
weavers. Wore wo to aompara these with 
tha looms and other weaving apparatus of 
the present day, and ronson therefrom that, 
as the loom so must bave beonthe-clott 
produced thereon, wo would make a very 
groat mistake, There are. fow arts which 
illustrate with ,équal-force the argument in 
favour, of the-perféction of anviemt art ao 
well as this of weaving.
